imstallimg batteries 

Your Robot requires 3 AA batteries 
(not supplied) for power. For the best 
performance and longest life, we rec- 
ommend RadioShack alkaline batteries. 


Please read before using this equipment. 


Warning: Dispose of old batteries 
promptly and properly. Do not burn or 
bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the 
Robot for a week or more, remove the 
batteries. Batteries can leak chemicals 
that can destroy electronic parts. 

Note: In order to save power, the Ro- 
bot automatically turns off if you don't 
press any buttons for about 5 minutes.

Use a Phillips screw- 
driver to loosen the

polarity symbols (+ 
and -) marked inside. 

Replace the cover and tighten the 
screw to secure it. 


When the Robot's voice weakens or it 
stops operating properly, replace the 
batteries.

1. Press the robot's right hand to turn it 
on. A melody sounds. 

2. Repeatedly press the robot's antenna 
to select the desired activity. A melody 
sounds, your Robot asks you a question, 
and its crown f lashes. 

3. Press a button to answer the question. 

If the answer is correct, the Robot 
proceeds to the next question. 

If you don't press a button, the Robot 
repeats the question until you answer. 

If you enter the wrong answer, the 
Robot asks you to enter another 
answer. 

4. To hear the question again, press 

5. To switch to another activity, press 
the robot's antenna at any time. 

6. To turn off the Robot, press its right 
hand. The Robot announces, "If you 
really want to leave now, press my right 
hand again." 

Press its right hand again. It 
announces, 'Til be back," then plays a 
melody and shuts off. 


Notes: 

• In Melody Central, press 8, 9, or 10 to 
hear the preset melodies. Press to 
hear all three preset melodies, or O to 
hear the spiralling down sound. 

• In Mystery Number, ty\z^obot gives 
you a hint every time you get the wrong 
answer. 

• In Spelling Bear, you have three 
chances to answer each question. If 
you do not answer correctly by the 
third try, the Robot tells you the 
answer. 

CARE 

Keep your Robot dry; if it gets wet, wipe it 
dry immediately. Use and store your Robot 
only in normal temperature environments.
